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r thas been mooted both in Al- 
berta and 


-cording to the text of an interview 
published in The Lethbridge Herald, 
Mr. Hill wee one of the men who 
attended the gathering of Livestock 
Men of the province at Calgary last 
week, when a scheme was adopted 
in outline which, it ig understood is 
to be submitted to a vote of the 
Ivestock produgers of the province. 
*Mr.. Hill was most outspoken in his 
eondemmation of the whole plan, and! 
did not minee words in his talk to 
the. press. 

Mr. Hill, being a lifelong produc- 
er and for the past 15 years a feed- 
er and dealer im livestock, is pre- 
pared, he says to support any revis- 
ed plan of marketing livesitock that 
is right in principle and economically 
sound in order that prices may be 
obtained sufficiently high to pay ov- 

_ erhead and reasonable profit. 

The Alberta scheme is almost 
identical to that of the Saskatchewan 
scheme. ' Tt is a deliberate attempt 
he says to establish a 100 percent 
compulsory livestock pool, and will 
no deubt bo managed by a few job- 
3rekirig; wouldsbe dictators. It is 
an insinuation that livestock “pro- 
ducers of ‘Alberta, though they have 
-brains enough to ‘produce their live- 
steck, lack sufficient brains to miar- 

kat it. It is ako an attempt to 
-erezte a- huge monopoly. 

Mr. Hill believes that the major- 
ity of the farmers of Alberta possess 
sufficient pride and dignity to re- 
fuse to be enzmared by what he calls 
the compulsory scheme, thereby sac- 
rificing their independence and lib- 
erties for collectivism and dictator- 
ships. He urges: them to place their 

} «stamp of disapproval on the scheme 
by regisering vigorous protests with 
the Dominion marketing .boarc at 
Ottawa without delay, nd offers 
his services free of charge in that 
ecnnection. 

“While,” said Mr. Hill, “the scheme 
stresses its compulsory provisions 
and and provides for the complete 
security for its managing (or, in all 
probability its. mismanaging) dicta- 
tors, it also provides for the com- 
plete elimination of the services of 
all independnit livestock commission 
firms and dealers, thereby eliminat- 
ing all chances for comparison of 
services rendered and returns ob- 
tained for. livestock when sold, alll 
competition having been eliminated. 
it fails ‘hopelessly to indicate a 
single feature whereby more- simpli- 
fied marketing methods will be in- 
troduced and higher prices obtained 
for our livestock. Ample provision, 
however, is made to deprive the pro- 
ducer of his right, title and interest 
in his livestock once he ‘delivers it to 
the marketing board (pool). 

“According, to the information ten- 
dered by the chairman of the mect- 
ing, it would appear all our livestock 
may be pledged to the bank as sec- 
urity against loans made to finance 
the purchase of feeder cattle, lambs 
or hogs for any producer whose ap- 
plication may be approved by the 
marketing dictators. I feel we are 
not prepared to consent or submit 
to such injustice. How. many farm- 
ers want a mortgage placed on their 
livestock on which they have a clear 
title by any marketing organiza- 


tion.’’ 
“Let those who wish to market 
their livestock ‘through voluntary 


pools do so, but the great majority 
of farmers in Alberta are not pre- 
pared to take any more chances on 
pooling their products after the sad 
experences we have had with pools 
in the past. Losses have run into 
millions, and no wonder, for what 
does it concern a pool manager if his 
mismanegement results in serious 
losses when he has not one dollar 
invested in the business? For ‘he 
still gets his salary just the same 
and gannot be dizmissed until the 
expiration of his contract. . Further- 
mere, the poor member who suffers 
the loss might just as well not com- 
plain, for he is tied hand and foot 
under a merciless contract, and Mr 
Dictator rests assured his victim 
cannot do otherwise than deliver his 
next crop of livestock to him wheth- 
er he wishes to or not. 


“The only group who are clamor- 
ing for this scheme to be put intr 
operation are those connected with 
the distributing interests who fin? 
thait their clases of services are not at- 
tracting griet to their mill. They are 
are losing out very badly and see in 
this scheme their only hope for re- 
tention of their fat jobs and th- 
possibilitv of receiving much more 
lveretive remuneration. Tt is cor 
teinly not the producers’ interest 
they are thinking of. 

“I was quite impressed and amus- 
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ed at the complete evasion of the 
term “pool” and substitution there- 
of the less suspicious and more 
gignified term “marketing board.” 
I also noticed the inconsistency and 
danger of the attempted creation: of 
of a monopoly. Farmers as a class 
have always denounced monopolies, 
and rightly so, and it is hoped, al- 
ways shali. I believe that a busin- 
ess that cannot stand on its own mer- 
its has no license to be bolstered up 
by compulsion or the creation of a 
monopo-y. 

“Let me predict that if this most 
appropriately termed ‘scheme’ should 
be put into operation, a state of 
complete chaos im the livestock in- 
dustry would occur and huge losses 
would be sustained by the livesitock 
producers throughout Alberta as the 
complicated machinery that’ would 
have to be set up would result in 
enormously increased marketing 
costs, and consequently smaller re- 
turns for the producers. Purther- 
more, none of us) could sell our live- 
stock for cash but would hiave to ac- | 
cept settlement in insallments. 

Mr. Hill wishes it to be known 
that he will devote as much of his 
time as possible to addrcesing meet- 
ings throughout the province to ex- 
plain the szheme in detail to inter- 
ested groyps of producers if “they 
will merely indicate their desire for 
him to do £9, as he feels the wchcme 
is “the most dangerous propos2! that 
has been attempted to be pt over 
the producers of this cowatry in my 
experience, and is absolutely con- 
trary to British principles.” The de- 
velopment of the country in the past 
has not been ‘baged-on compulvion 
and monopoly, and further develop- 
ment can only be attained by the 
continued application of sound prin- 
ciples. : 

“It is interesting to note,” «said 
Mr. Hill in conelasion, “that pub- 
Neation of tha details of the scheme 
are being withheld from the press. 
Are thie sponsors of scheme af- 
raid of public criticism? he asked. 
“I. would like to point out that the 
plan is that all livestock producers 
must be registered. From the loon 
of things we will be fortunate if we 
escape \he branding iron.” 

Another objection which the Leth- 
bridge dealer had to register was in 
connection with the proposed poll. 
“Ifthe came procedure,” he said, “i 
adopted as. is being applied to the 
proposed poultry poll, and I under- 
stand it is, the poll is to be taken 
if and when ‘the Dominion market- 
ing board approves of it, but it is 
not to be a secret ballot, but will be 
conducted by personal canvassers 
when registration of the producers 
is being made. No doubt the’ can- 
vassers will be selected from sm- 
pathizers with the proposal. How 
much fairness and justice are im- 
plied in such tactics?”

Regrettable 
as is the loss occasioned by errors 
on the part of priyate entcrprise, 
this type of loss is corrected by 
a reduction in’ the ineome and 
capital holdings of those who 
finance the enterprises. An un- 
wise investment by a public body 
means a permanent charge on the 
tax-payers. I recommend this 
thought to those who believe that 
further expansion of govern- 
mental activities. is the best 
method of protecting the ordinary 
citizen from exploitation by cap- 
italists. In actual fact the safest 
policy for great capitalists is at 
present to buy securities issued 
by public bodies and to leave the 
chance of loss to be carried by the 


‘mass taxpayers. 


Throughout the: past year the 
matter of the country’s railway 
problem has received an increas- 
ing amount of public attention, 
and I am convinced that proposals 
for its solution, along the lines of 
unified management for the two 
great companies have made de- 
cided progress. In all directions 
are observable a greater willing-

In this 
case also public opinion is press- 
ing for better handling of the 
situation. .The railways do not 
question the advisability of build- 
ing good roads, or of -permitting 
them to be used for commercial 
transportation, but the perfection 
of the present attempts to proper 
control of this operation will, in 
my opinion, return to the railways 
at least some of the business 
taken from them by highway 
transport and place both highway 
and rail transportation on a 
sounder basis, 

It is also interesting to note a 
growing public sentiment in the 
direction of demanding some con- 
tribution to the upkeep of our 
great and costly inland waterway 
system from those who use them 
—especially in the case of ships 
of foreign registry. 

With every correction of these 
special cases of unfair competition, 
the Company must depend chiefly 
for a restoration of its normal 
business on a recovery of Cana- 
dian prosperity in general.. The 
outlook in that respect is com- 
forting. The very careful studies 
prepared by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics indicate £ condition 
far from as alarming &s some au- 
thorities would make it. 

In this great and scantily popu- 
lated country we should not, how- 
ever, be talking only of recovery. 
Canada should look forward to 
expansion in every direction, To ~° 
my mind the policies needed to 
insure this are very simple. I

cially agriculture; public and 
private business policies looking 
to increase the Population of Can- 
eds --* Ckpedialy fa the agricul- 
tural ar eas; and, as T have re- 
peatedly said, an immediate cor- 
rection of the burdensome and 
eostly duplication of transporta- 
tion facilities, 

Tt.appears to we that we can 
look back*on 1934 with some con- 
tentment, as a year during which 
we found that the world was not 
ending, and that by industry and 
thrift nations. and individuals 
could still prosper. What inter- 
ests‘me more is that I believe we 
can look forward to 1935 and suc- 
cessive years with confidence that 
under Providence we shall see in 
them a period when Canada will 
revive that faith in her future 
which too many of us seemed to 
lose, and that we shall again 
come to realize that all that is 
wanted to set this country on a 
forward path of progress are such 
simple virtues as energy, honesty, 
and ordinary common sense.

Nevertheless, as individuals, in Our own local communities, and in 
oe our relationships to each other, mankind is \wnmindful of these great truths, 

and to a great extent maintains attitudes of\suspicion and hostility instead 
of seeking for understanding and goodwill. 
The world, and each and every community throughout the world, counts 

its men and women who, in the current language of tlie day, are chiselers, 
seeking to better themselves at the expense of others, trying to pull others 
down in order that they may rise, desirous of taking that which others have 
in order that they may possess it. Many creditors are harsh, unsympathetic 
and unyielding in their attitude towards debtors in great difficulty through 
no fault of their own and insist on their pound of flesh even though it means 
“the ruin and destruction of, the debtor; on the other hand, many debtors ;

Are Carrying On Experiments 


Two University of Minnesota scien- 
tists, successful already in develop- 
ing callulose, a principal ingredient 
of rayon, from the aspen tree, specu- 
lated on the possibility of making 
gasoline from lignite. 

The two, Professor Lloyd H. Ryer- 
son and Ralph E. Brewer, hunting 
new materials and new uses for old 
ones with the co-operation of the 
Northwest Research foundation, were 
heartened by the: success of German 
scientists in making gasoline from 
brown coal. Lignite, they pointed 
out, is similar in composition .to Ger, 
many’s brown. coal. 

Success of experiments in making 
gasoline from lignite would create 
an outlet for vast deposits of the low 
grade coal which underly prairies of 
North and South Dakota and eastern 
Montana. Geologists have estimated 
their total at 1,000,000,000,000 tons.

The coming of the white man 
changed this and the Eskimo, in 
order to obtain rifles, ammunition, and 
many other things-that he did not 
néed before, must now dévote his 
time to hunting the white fox, which 
is the principal fur of the Far North 
of commercial value. As he has to 
trap foxes during the time when he 
should be catchifig seals and hunting 
caribou for food and clothing, the 
Eskimo must now go to the trader 
for these necessities. With the object 
of broadening the basis of subsistgnce 
of the northérn natives, the introduc- 
tion of the reindeer has been brought 
about. 


Britain’s Noiseless Bomber 


Aircraft To Have New Type. Of 
Engine Silencer 

Night bombing aircraft of the Bri- 
tish Royal Air Force will in future 
be silent messengers of death and de- 
struction. 

These giant birds of prey when in 
flight, are to be fitted with an added 
menace—-a new type of engine. sil- 
encer so efficient -that when flying 
above a height of 10,000 feet the 
aeroplanes will be inaudible from the 
ground. 

All previous silencing’ devices for 
aero-engines have had two great dis- 
advantages. They have been too 
heavy and have had an adverse effect 
on the engine’s power by setting up 
powerful back-pressure. 

The new silencer is relatively light 
and its use involves only a small 
| loss, not exceeding 2’per cent., of the 
engine’s power output. This was 
| shown in the course of recent test at 
Hanworth airdrome, where three dif- 
ferent types of aircraft were fitted 
with the silencer, 

Its adoption will add greatly to the 
difficulties of ground defences relying 
upon “sound-locators”’ for the detec- 
tion of enemy raiders at night.

and eventually largély controlled if 
the work of the entomologist reaches 
the extent now forecast. 

This picture was drawn in the Do- 
minion-wide conference of entomolo- 
ists held in Ottawa. 

The economic side of the work of 
the insect men, expressed in the co- 
operation of. the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments, was demonstrat- 
ed in the announcement that $100,- 
000,000 was saved in Canada last 
year, in lessened damage to plant life, 
crops and other products. 

Of this amount $50,000,000 was 
faved in combatting ravages of | 
grasshoppers on the prairies, al- 
though these pests took a terrific toll 
from the wheat farmers. 

The grasshoppers pest was promi- 
nently before the conference but it | 
was stressed that this is only one 
of the many pests taking. economic 
toll in destroying crops. Cut worms, 
wire worms, and 3.000 other destruc- 
tive insects were directly before the 
conference and were named as con- 
stituting a distinct menace, with al- 
most incredible destructive power. In 
Canada over 30,000 insects have been 
classified by the entomologists. 

Following the conference an an- 
nouncement on the findings on grass- 
hoppers alone will be released by the 
department of agriculture. 

How the weather man and the 
agriculture experts, entomologists 
and others, are co-operating with the 
various governments to take the 
gamble out of farming, was told the 
conference by J. Patterson, Totonto, 
director of the Dominion meteor- 
ological bureau. 

How the. government breeds para- 
sites and releases them to combat 
the commercially dangerous insects 
was described by A. B. Baird, Belle- 
ville, Ontario. Insects harmless in 
themselves are bred in millions, 
taken to the areas infested and pro- 
ceed to destroy their natural enemies.

Wilfred has worked for the welfare 
of these deep-sea fishers. 

“And now I am just seventy and 
getting to the end of my long run,” 
he explained. 

“I want the work to go on and the 
first thing we have arranged is a 
royal matinee for December 13 at 
the New Victoria Cinema. 

Sir Wilfred for many years has 
maintained five hospitals, seven 
nursing stations and four orphanages 
along a sea front of 1,200 miles. 

The annual budget for their main- 
tenance is £40,000. 

“Along the most amazing coast 
line in the world I have six doctors 
and these helpers are in charge of a 
population which to-day numbers 50,- 
000,” said Sir Wilfred. 

“We have received great. encour- 
agement from the recent visit of Mr.

Great Waterfall Named 


British Guiana Falls Called Marina 
After Duchess Of Kent 

A great waterfall tumbling 500 
feet into a rocky gorge deep in Bri- 
tish Guiana’s hinterland has been 
named after the new Duchess of 
Kent. 

Marina’ Falls, it was called by the 
Canadian and American exploration 
party which discovered it dropping 
into the canyon through which the 
Potaric river rushes at express train 
speed toward Kaieteur Falls—the 
highest in the world—just 12 miles 
downstream. 

The falls, one of the world’s big- 
gest, was found November 29—the 
day Princess Marina of Greece be- 
came the bride of the Duke of Kent 
in London.

ine the province as a whole, will be 
about equal to that in 1984. On’ the 
other hand the outbreaks in prospect 
in Saskatchewan ard Alberta are 
exvected to be decidediv less exten- 
sive and destructive than in 1934. 

Unfortunatelv notwithstandine, the 
reduct‘on in the severitv of threaten- 
ed outbreak, control campaigns will 
arain be necessarv upon many mil- 
lions of acres if the major propor- 
tion of the crop is ‘to be harvested. 
Maps based upon the survevs show- 
ing the distribution of threatened 
areas and the graduated intensity of 
probable outbreak are. in course of 
preparation and publication, These 
maps will serve as the basis for the 
organization of the campaigns in 
1985 in each province. 

The grasshopper menace last sum- 
mer which unquestionably threaten- 
ed to be little less than a national 
agricultural calamity was averted 
and the loss reduced to but a rela- 
tively small proportion of the crops 
in the infested areas, officials at Ot- 
tawa declare. The outbreak in one 
degree of intensity or another em- 
braced a geographic area of approxi- 
mately 70,000,000 acres and required 
organized control activities upon 37,- 
000,000 acres of cropped land. 

The official estimates of crops sav- 
ed- are not yet available. However, 
one large grain company, after can- 
vassing the situation through its cor- 
respondents, estimated the wheat 
saved by the compaign -at approxi- 
mately 25,383,000 bushels.

Wonderful New Camera 


Film Registers In Detail Action Of 
Human Heart 

A camera which records pulsations 
of the human heart was demonstrat- 
ed in Philadelphia at a conference of 
homeopathica medical delegates. 

Using a patient in a hospital here, 
G. Howlett Davis, Jr., of Detroit, in- 
ventor of the camera, made photo- 
graphs and explained workings of 
the machine. 

“This little box,” Davis said, ‘‘con- 
tains a sensitive button, which pulses 
with the heart when pressed against 
the chest. The vibrations are conveyed 
to a small laminated’ bar of rochelle 
salts, which generates an electro- 
chemical current commensurate with 
the heart action. 

“The apparatus, which is equipped 
with double parts, can register simul- 
taneously on the same film the be- 
havior of any two valves of the 
heart,” Davis continued. 

“The current is amplified and sent 
through a galvanometer, the needle 
of which fluctuates with the current. 
The film, moving at the rate of two 
feet a second registers in detail the 
action of the heart,” he told the 
meeting. 


Brain “Light” Shown 


New Evidence Cells Of Body Give| 


Off Radiant Energy : 

Light that is locked up inside the 
brain was made to shine visibly in a 
dark room at the Cleveland clinic, 
giving new evidence that the cells of 
the body give off radiant energy. 
' The’ brain “light” was shown as 
part of a demonstration prepared for 
members of the National Academy 
‘of Sciences by Dr. George Crile, head 
of the clinic. It was generated in a 
solution of proteins taken from a calf 
brain when oxygen was added to the 
solution, and glowed for a few sec- 
onds like a weak electric light bulb. 

Such light, or radiant energy, is 
given off. by all body cells after be- 
ing absorbed from sunlight, Dr. Crile 


believes. The sun, he holds, thus 
“shines” -again in the protoplasm of 
the body. 


When various kinds of materials, 
such as alcohol, poisons, drugs, etc., 
are put in the brain solution they 
affect the amount of light that the 
brain material gives off. Most pois- 
ons cut down the amount of light, 
while some other substances increase 
it.

Little Journeys In Science 


LIQUID AIR 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


' All gases, if cooled and compressed 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 
when sulphur burns in air) is easily. 
converted into a liquid, but other 
gases, including hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 
liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 
scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 
was regarded as a great scientific 
achieve 


Liquid air was first obtained about 
fifty years ago and since then it has 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu- 
allv improved. It is made in large 
quantities by an intricate machine in 
which the air is compressed and cool- 
ed. The point at which the air be- 
comes liquid is called the “critical 
temperature”. Liquid air boils at 
+190 degree centigrade. When such 
objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 
piece of meat or a flower are placed 
in the liquid they become nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 
fijieG with liquid air is placed on a 
block of ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as compared to the 
liquid air. : 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 
argon, and is also used as a cooling 
‘agent. When mixed with charcoal it 
forms a powerful blasting explosive 
since the charcoal burns in it. 

It was first thought that liquid air 
would be used widely for refrigera- 
tion, for cooling and ventilating 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
iacteria, but because it is expensive 
to produce and difficult to handle, it 
has not been used extensively for 
these purposes.

former British naval dockyard known 
as Rosyth, just beyond the Forth 
There the wartime German 


navy is being dissected and broken 


up under the melting qualities of 
acetylene torches and the hammer 
blows of hydraulic tools. 

When the Germans by pre-arrang- 
ed signal scuttled their surrendered 
fleet at Scapa Flow they thoucht that 
was the end of their navy. Probably 
they thought the job of raising an 
entire navy was too big to be at- 
tempted. There-were 12 battle cruis- 
ers, and the entire outfit was valued 
at about $300,000,000. But the sal- 
vaging job was done, although it 
teok fourteen years to do it. 

And now at Rosyth these former 
proud German warghips are being 
beaten into plowshares. Several hun- 
dred thousand tons of steel, iron, 
brass and bronze are being cut out of 
them until there is nothing left. re- 
sembling a ship. The common grades 
of steel are sold to industries that 
make rails, which are being shipped 
all over the world. Much of the bet- 
ter grade is being bought by auto- 
mobile manufacturers. The highest 
grade of all, that which was arm- 
ored. turrets, goes to toolmakers, 
shipbuilders and engine makers. Some 
of it, in fact, has been resold to Ger- 
many, where it may-even reappear in — 
the recreated pocket battleships. 
Brass goes to clockmakers, instru- 
ment makers and various other in- 
dustries. The bronze from the heavy 
propellors and gun fittings is sold to 
other propellor makers, bell makers 
and other users of bronze. 

Thus the end of a great navy.—St. 
Thomas Times-Journal. 


Mandate Against Queues 


Chinese Police Given, Authority To 
Enforce Order 

The recent order issued by Nan- 
king that the wearing of queues and 
the custom of binding the feet of girl 
children must be discontinued im- 
mediately has been literally taken to 
heart by the authorities of Taian, in 
Shantung province, according to et- 
ters received in Shanghai from mis- 
sionaries stationed in that region. 

All police officers, especially those 
stationed at the gates of the city 
have been armed with shears and 
orders have been issued to the effect 
that if the mandate against the wear- 
ing of queues is not voluntarily 
obeyed, the policemen are to enforce 
it. In several cases, the police have 
not given the offender a chance to 
dispose of his queue himself, but 
have snipped off the offending braid 
with practically no ceremony whatso- 
ever. r 

The order against foot-binding also 
states that women under the age of 
80 whose feet have been bound must 
take off the wrappings and allow 
their feet to develop naturally. This 
part of the order has been practically 
disregarded in the country districts.
